A water purification device comprising an upper reservoir 
with an opening, a filtering medium within the opening, said 
filtering medium being selected from the group consisting of 
a granulated active carbon cartridge, an extruded carbon 
sheet between layers of fabric material, and an ion exchange 
resin, and a lower reservoir for receiving water passed 
through the filtering medium, said filtering medium being 
located above and not extending into the lower reservoir.

A method of sanitizing items comprising providing items and 
water in a sanitizing container which is in removable fluid 
conmuni cation with a sanitizing base unit, and treating the 
water with the items in the container.

A sanitizing container for sanitizing items comprising an 
outer container with a fluid transfer valve and an item 
container for mating with the outer container.

An item sanitizing system comprising a container having a 
fluid transfer device and an item holder, a base for 
receiving the container in removable fluid communictaion 
with the transfer device, said base comprising a 
purification technology and a water circulator. 
The dependent claims 22-25 concern further specifications of 
the system defined in claim 21..
